Prenatal Classes 
Will Convene 


Your City Health Department’s 
Prenatal Classes have been revised 
since the public health nurses at- 
tended an instructor’s course spon- 
sored by the Sacramento Chapter 
of the American Red Cross. They 
are now “Mother, Baby and Family 
Health Classes.” Beginning the 
week of February 20th, these free 
classes will be held in the morning, 
afternoon, and evening twice and 
three times weekly at the American 
Red Cross Headquarters, 1300 G 
Street. They will be given on Mon- 
day, Wednesday and Friday for two 
weeks, and on Tuesday and Thurs- 
days for three weeks from 9:00 to 
11:00 a.m., 1:00 to 3:00 p.m., and 
7:00 to 9:00 p.m. 

This course of six meetings is 
more extensive than previous pre- 
natal classes, since it develops mo- 
ther and baby care as a part of 
family and community health. It 
was developed with the authorita- 
tive help of experts from the U.S. 
Public Health Service, the Chil- 
dren’s Bureau, and other specialists 
in the field of family health. It has 
been approved by the American 
Medical Association. 

Classes will be limited to 15 
adults. Advance registration is nec- 
essary and may be made by tele- 
phoning your Health Department 
Nursing Division, Gllbert 2-5041, 
Extension 242, or the Red Cross, 
Gllbert 2-5861.

Here is a list of a few of the 
movies which got an icy reception 
at the box office: Joan of Are, A 
Kiss for Corliss, Beyond the Forest, 
The Crooked Way, The Red Dan- 
ube, We Were Strangers, Bride for 
Sale, and even Bob Hope’s picture, 
The Great Lover. 

Many of the biggest stars and 
past award winners flopped 
in their recent pictures.

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MENTAL MUSINGS

Note: This caustic commentary is not directed at any particular per- 
son, persons, group, or college newspaper. This barbed bit is generalized 
opinion. But, should the shoe fit, yeu are welcome to wear it .. - and I 
hope it pinches! 

In general, present day college and university journalism stinks. 
It does not give off a slight polite odor. No, it just plainly smells out 
loud. 

The types of college journalism prominent today run from the “little 
review” format, to the “high school special.” The first type is fine... 
if you are running a magazine. The second reeks just as much in college 
as it did in high school, and maybe more. Most high school journalism 
consists (if it can possibly be pushed over on the frustrated journalist 
who runs the class) of one sports page and the rest crammed with 
“Newsy Notes,” “Heard In the Hall,” “Eavesdropping by the Drip,” 
and other such nauseating gossip features. 

The “little review” goes to the other extreme. When the paper comes 
out on Friday or on Thursday, phonograph record reviews, art reviews, 
play reviews, political reviews, think-pieces, essays, short stories, etc., 
etc., etc., far into the newsprint. To a certain extent this cultural aspect 
is great, but too oft ’tis over done, like a roast left broiling while the 
wife plays bridge. 

As noted, college journalism runs from the “little review” to the 
“high school special,” with little or nothing in between. 

Unfortunately, those who choose the dirty fingernail profession and 
practice it in college never can strike a happy medium and issue a well- 
roundeed newspaper once a week every semester. Mercy is expressed 
by saying once a week. Have you seen the Daily Cal lately? Oski, ouch! 

It once was, and still is, in some localities, that a position on the 
college newspaper was hard won in competition. To gain a post was 
to prove yourself noteworthy in the profession chosen to study and fol- 
low after graduation. Those days should come again. College newspapers 
seem to collect more unimaginative hacks now that staff jobs are prac- 
tically for the asking. Once “hired,” the hacks take more pride in letting 
everybody they know work on the paper and less in turning in decent 
copy. 

Recently there has been a craze to study journalism in college. 
Everybody seems to think he or she can write. The idea that the news- 
paper game consists of a bottle in the bottom desk drawer, a green eye- 
shade, an editor near apoplexy, two minutes to a 3:00 a.m. deadline, a 
fuming fag, and a hot story that will curdle the morning readers and 
reinstate you with the editor who made out a time slip before you started 
cooly to peck out your yarn, this idea, gets ’em goggle-eyed. Before you 
know it, the campus crawls wita Richard Harding Davis’s. 

On the basis of this pre-conceived idea of journalism, the hacks, 
(and some good prospects), sign up to join the IVth Estate, junior class. 
Almost immediately, the hacks realize the game is no pipe when you 
have to sit in class and hear lectures. Consequently, they drop out of 
the academic side of college journalism and rig an “in” with the news- 
paper editor to get their slop run weekly. Those good prospects with 
ideals in their minds hang on, and in the end they find they have pros- 
tituted their art. They wanted to be serious writers, you see, and the 
campus blat was a “high school special.” 


And this is why present day college journalism stinks, reeks, odor- 
izes, smells, fumes, putridly permeats the air: There are not enough 
serious students interested in the subject to work, and work hard, to 
produce a decent, well-rounded newspaper. 

There is another reason why college newspapers stink as a whole. 
The administration usually has a nasty way of sticking its nose in where 
it isn’t wanted and should not be. College newspapers should be student 
publications. They should be run like their prototypes, the commercial 
weeklies and dailies. Therefore, the laws of libel and slander that ad- 
ministration so often worry about, should be observed in keeping with 
the natural course of journalistic ethics . . . and will be, even moreso, 
if administration will mind its own business. Regardless, administration 
can't bring itself to trust the editors and staffs of college newspapers. 
Sometimes they reserve the right of censorship and in some cases, like 
dear high school, all copy must be officially approved before being pub- 
lished. Also, they undertake to formulate policy. Hearst can do this, but 
in a democratic public institution, publication policy should be deter- 
mined by those who support, read, and write college newspapers: the 
students themselves. 

And now you know why college journalism has degenerated, er, is 
degenerate. Most of the classes crawl with type-lice; most of the writing 
brings back memories of grocery and laundry lists. And because of this 
sad state of affairs, editors in the wide world of reality, future journal- 
ists, wince when you eagerly blurt at an interview: “I was editor of my 
college paper,” When applying for a newspaper job, don’t ever volun- 
teer that information unless pointedly asked. Say quietly and quickly 
that you had some journalistic training in college. If the editor’s in a 
good mood, he won't hold it against you. 

To make these cracks doesn’t mean that college journalism courses 
stink, too. If one applies himself, a lot of good can be derived. And that 
brings us back to the student willing to work hard and seriously. Let’s 
leave it there for now.

quoting, always give ample foot- 
notes and a complete bibliography. 
The student’s work will, of course, 
only be acceptable, depending on 
the inherent sanctity of the authori- 
ties he quotes. Yes, indeed. I say the 
test of a man is in how well he can 
quote. If a man’s mind is absorbent, 
say, like a sponge, he can sop up 
series of words most efficiently and 
give them up again most freely 
when he is squeezed for them. Thus 
the writings of the past will pre- 
pare the scholar for all future pos- 
sibilities by making handy a mouth- 
ful of words for any eventuality. 
Not only may he thus answer life’s 
challenges. The added advantage of 
quoting great works ties in the fact 
that this quoting relieves the stu- 
| dent of any responsibility for the

an authority.
